Copenhagen, Denmark, Nov. 24 
UP)—Exploding half-ton mines last 
night blasted the Danish navy’s 
arsenal here into a charred .tangle 
of death and wreckage. 
At least 18 firemen and navy en­ 
listed men were killed. Others pos­ 
sibly were blown into the harbor 
or still may be lying under the 
tangle of concrete and metal 
debris. Seventy-nine others were 
injuried. 
Unofficial 
estimates 
put 
the 
damage somewhere between 75,- 
000,000 and 1,000,000,000 kroner 
(about $1,100,000 to $1,400,000). 
Felt SO Miles Away 
The violent chain reaction of 
fire 
and 
explosion, 
which 
de­ 
stroyed five buildings and heavily 
damaged other navy installations, 
shattered 
windows 
throughout 
Copenhagen, set off hundreds of 
burglar alarms and knocked peo­ 
ple out of their beds as far away 
as Sweden, 30 miles across the 
straits. 
Fire in a gasoline tank behind 
the heavy concrete mine arsenal 
touched off seven of IO mines 
which 
an 
authoritative 
naval 
source said had just arived from 
the United States. The blast made 
a crater about IO yards deep and 
30 yards wide and completely* dis­ 
integrated the workshop where 
the mines had been taken for in­ 
spection. 
Firemen Trapped 
Firemen who first were called 
to battle the gasoline fire, were 
caught by the blast and only one 
of them was able to tell what 
happened. The other 22 were 
either dead or in the hospital. 
The resulting fires were brought 
under control two hours after the 
blast and 
the grim work of 
searching for bodies began. 
The roof over the dormitories 
of the Danish Marines collapsed, 
causing panic among the 1,100 
men who were asleep when the 
mines went off. The navy's new 
Officers’ School also was heavily 
damaged. 
Speculate on Sabotage 
Speculation on the possibility 
of sabotage was aroused when 
Police Commissioner J. Odmar 
imposed a complete blackout of 
information on investigation of 
the disaster. 
Military court in­ 
vestigations 
also 
opened 
this 
morning in secrecy after Defense 
Minister Harald Petersen had com­ 
pleted a tour of the roped-off 
yard. 
Gunnar Poulsen — one of the 
surviving firemen from the first 
crew to be sent out—said he was 
blown IO yards into the air and 
onto a wharf. 
But he was only 
dazed and returned to fight the 
fire. 
Not Warned, He Says 
“We were the first on the 
spot,” Poulsen said. 
“There was 
a marine guard on the premises 
when we arrived, but nobody told 
us there was any danger. 
The 
inspector detached two groups of 
IO men each to enter the Mine- 
yard Quintus (the name of the 
mine arsenal), which 
had just 
caught fire. The other group was

when the blast came. 
“The poor men who went into 
a mine depot did not have a 
chance.

When the 
first coat is thoroughly hard, the 
second coat is applied. Three coats 
are advisab le. 
W hite or orange shellac is also 
satisfactory for floor varnish and 
when pure and of high quality 
will stand hard wear. 
Both varnished and shellacked 
floors can b e waxed to advantage 
for the wax will take the dirt and 
w ear and protect the finish b e­ 
neath. 


Damp Attic 
Sometimes when a roof has b een 
very tightly b uilt, sweating or con­ 
densation will appear on the un­ 
der side of the roof in the attic.

Now Made Easy 
By F.H.A. Loans 


Modernization 
or 
remodeling 
loans, insured b y the FHA, can b e 
ob tained from most b anks and 
savings associations. 
If y ou w ant to paint y our house, 
inside or outside, b uild an addi­ 
tion, repair the roof, foundation, 
or any other part of the house— 
or if y ou w ant to landscape the 
grounds, b uild a driveway or a 
terrace—y ou pay for the project 
with 10 per cent in cash and the 
rest 
in 
monthly 
installm ents 
spread up to three y ears. 
You can b orrow any am ount 
from $100 to $1500 under the Title 
1 modernization plan of the FHA. 
An existing m ortgage on y our 
home does not disqualify y ou for 
a modernization loan. The interest 
rate on such loans is usually five 
per cent, discounted annually . 
For example, if y ou have a mod­ 
ernization job that is going to cost 
$500, y ou put up $50 and finance 
the remaining $450 b y signing a 
note for $473.68 to b e paid b ack in 
12 monthly pay m ents of $39.47 
each.

scheme of the city’s layout. Lo­ 
cated in the midst of nature’s 
playground, 
Kingston 
has

mained apart. Little use has been 
made of the river or the moun­ 
tains as an adjunct to industrial 
life.” 
It further goes on to say: 
Kingston could take a leaf from 
the imagination of Detroit, which 
realized, years ago, the economi­ 
cal and healthy recreation was 
necessary for industrial growth as 
new machinery is for a factory. 
The development of the Belle Isle 
steamers, where for IO or 15 
cents, a person could enjoy an 
evening’s ride on the quiet river, 
or dance on the deck in the moon­ 
light for half a dollar, or play

additional female labor, Kingston 
has not distinguished herself in 
community efforts to care for the 
social needs of girls and women 
living away from home.”

Kingston being a woman’s town, 
where there are so many jobs for 
women, still there is no place like 
a girl’s “Y” where a girl could 
have a room where other girls are 
housed. She must live alone in a 
hotel or take a room in a private 
family. I remember back around 
1925 when I stayed in New York, 
I tried living with a private fam­ 
ily in Brooklyn, a million miles 
from nowhere and among people 
much older and some younger 
than myself. Then I moved to the 
girl’s *T” in New York. 
Com­ 
panionship of girls of my own age 
and interests made New York an 
entirely different place for me. 
The “Y” there housed 175 girls. 
We had a beautiful swimming 
pool and showers, large dining 
room, cafeteria style meals and 
best of all companionship of each 
other.

never at any time had we enter­ 
tained even the faintest hint of a 
desire to find it. 
A man doesn’t have to write a 
column for a newspaper in order 
to tell his fellow mortals that lit­ 
tle rattles are terribly annoying. 
We all know that. - And we all 
know, too, if we have stopped to 
think gbout it, that their weapon 
is their smallness—their tanta­ 
lizing ability to hide from us. Any 
ignoramus can locate a big rattle. 
It is the little fellows that are 
hard to find. 
Rattles are like mosquitoes in 
this respect. 
Have you ever had 
the experience of .wasting a whole 
night’s opportunity for slumber on 
one, tiny, lone, pestiferous mos­ 
quito? 
You lie perfectly still in 
the dark of your bedroom until he 
lands—and he can do it deftly 
without the benefit of landing 
lights—and then you swat at the 
spot where it sounded to you as 
if his exasperating motor conked 
out.

If it were 
a hawk, or even a sparrow, you 
could get up and turn the light 
on and oust the scoundrel—and 
then go back to your slumbers. 
But small flies and mosquitoes al­ 
ways lapse into an innocent si­ 
lence whenever the light comes 
on.

“monster” buzzes and drills or 
not. Because he will anyway—re­ 
gardless of what you think or do; 
just like the little rattles that spoil 
the rides. 
Since ultimately there is a pur­ 
pose for everything—though it is 
sometimes hard for us humans to 
discern—I guess there must be a 
place for little rattles in the great 
scheme of things. 
We must all

us some wonderful practice in the 
essential art of searching.

So I suppose we ought to mus­ 
ter the courage to say, "Thanks, 
Lord, for the rattles that get their 
chance to school the human race 
solely because of their tiny, sur­ 
reptitious elusiveness.” 


Use the Best Material 
When Finishing Floor 


Would shellac or varnish be the 
better preparation to use on an 
oak kitchen 
floor? 
For years 
householders have been debating 
this shellac vs. varnish argument. 
In finishing any floor, it is a 
mistake to use any but the high­ 
est quality materials. There is so 
much labor involved that the ma­ 
terials should have the greatest 
resistance to wear and scratching. 
Before any finish is applied, the 
bare wood floor should be clean 
and smooth, all fine dust being 
taken up by wiping with a clean 
cloth dampened with turpentine. 
Varnish, shellac, wax or a com­ 
bination of these may be used 
where the natural color of the 
floor is to be retained. 
If varnish is chosen, it should be 
a floor varnish, which is harder 
and more resistant to wear than 
other varieties. Varnish should not 
be brushed crossways, nor should 
it be thick, coats should be as thin 
as will cover the wood. When the 
first coat is thoroughly hard, the 
second coat is applied. Three coats 
are advisable. 
White or orange shellac is also 
satisfactory for floor varnish and 
when pure and of high quality 
will stand hard wear. 
Both varnished and shellacked 
floors can be waxed to advantage 
for the wax will take the dirt and 
wear and protect the finish be­ 
neath. 
e--------- 
Damp Attic 
Sometimes when a roof has been 
very tightly built, sweating or con­ 
densation will appear on the un­ 
der side of the roof in the attic. 
This is caused by the warm air 
from the house, which contains 
more or Jess moisture, rising and 
striking the cold under surface 
of the roof. The remedy is ventil­ 
ation in the attic or the under 
side of the rafters may be covered 
with a heavy, waterproof paper or 
an insulating board. 


Inferior Stone Walls 
Rustic interior walls of stone­ 
like sheathing, ordinarily used on 
exteriors need little upkeep to re­ 
tain their pleasant appearance. 
Used on one wall in combination 
with knotty pine, to cover a dull 
fireplace, in attic or basement re­ 
creation rooms, the finish looks 
like mortar-set field stones in soft, 
natural looking colors, says Prac­ 
tical Builder.

Ways That You 
Clean Wallpaper 


It will not be necessary to post­ 
pone your dinner party until you 
can repaper the dining room. 
Surface dirt on wallpaper can 
be removed with any one of the 
dough-like cleaners now on the 
market, the Journal advises. 
Grease spots can be taken off 
by spreading paste made of fuller’s 
earth and either carbon tetrachlo­ 
ride or benzine. If the former is 
used, the fumes should not be in­ 
haled. 
The paste must be left on the 
wall until it is entirely white and 
dry and then it must be brushed 
off, using a soft brush. 
If the wallpaper is loose in 
spots, 
ordinarily library 
paste, 
well watered, will fix it up. Or 
regular wallpaper paste may be 
obtained in small sacks at most 
hardware and paint stores. 
Bulges and blisters in wall­ 
paper can be fixed by inserting 
thinned-out wallpaper paste be­ 
hind the bulge 
with 
a small 
syringe. Then cut a small slit at 
end end of the bulge and flatten 
it with a roller. Be sure to remove 
immediately any paste that oozes 
out. 
If the paper needs patching, the 
patch should be tom rather than 
cut—this to insure that the patch 
will 
be 
properly 
featheredge. 
Paste should then be applied to 
the back of the patching piece. If 
the patching material is properly 
matched, the patch will be barely 
visible. 


Squeaks in Door 
Door squeaks come from two 
sources — the hinges may be dry 
and binding from lack of lubrica­ 
tion or the door may be rubbing. 
Where the back portion of a door 
is rubbing, it can cause an •annoy­ 
ing squeak throughout a major 
portion of the arc of swing. 'Hie 
remedy is to remove the door and 
sand or plane the offending por­ 
tion. Use a fine quality of pene­ 
trating oil on squeaking hinges. It 
will take/S ^eral days of soaking 
time, however^to remove the dif­ 
ficulty.

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WARREN’S CANDIDACY 
Before long, the Rep ublican p residential 
ring may be crowded with hats. Governor 
Earl Warren of California has now tossed 
his in, where it rests beside Senator Taft’s. 
In January, Harold Stassen, who has been 
fingering the brim of his chap eau for some 
time, will p robably let it fly, too. 
Then the American p ublic and the p olitical 
wise men will watch imp atiently to see if a 
certain military head-p iece will sail in to 
join these other choice items of haberdash­ 
ery. 
General 
Eisenhower’s backers say 
“yes” to this question, though there’s some 
feeling the crucial gesture may be a sort of 
a backhanded toss. 
Most exp erts are convinced that it’s strict­ 
ly Taft v. Eisenhower in 19 5 2 . They may 
well be right, but nevertheless it’s a healthy 
thing to have four or five well-known en­ 
tries in the race. The tradition of American 
democracy is against limited choices. 
Warren has earned his chance at the na­ 
tion’s highest elective p ost. He is the only 
three-time governor in California’s history. 
In twice winning re-election, he p erformed 
striking feats at the p olls. In 19 4 6 he cap ­ 
tured both Rep ublican and Democratic 
nominations at the p rimaries, reducing the 
actual election to a formality. In 19 5 0 he 
bowled over smiling Jimmy Roosevelt by a 
margin of 1,12 7 ,000, the biggest edge ever 
comp iled by any state or senatorial candi­ 
date in U. S. annals. 
These demonstrations of vote - getting 
p rowess were all the more remarkable for 
the fact that registered Democrats out­ 
number registered Rep ublicans in California 
by 3 to 2. Warren’s p ulling p ower with in­ 
dep endents is evident. 
Desp ite these signs usually so heart­ 
warming to the p rofessional p olitician, how­ 
ever, Warren is not p op ular with the Rep ub­ 
lican organization the country over. They do 
not like his constant ap p eals to non-p artisan­ 
ship , which ap p ear to have p layed so marked 
a role in his California victories. Further­ 
more, his p rogressive leanings have caused 
him to be dubbed “New Dealer” and “me- 
tooer.” 
No p olitical realist, therefore, is conced­ 
ing Warren much of a chance in a straight- 
out fight against Taft and Eisenhower, or 
Taft alone. The p rofessionals do not want 
the governor; and his status with the p eop le, 
as revealed in p ublic op inion p olls, is not 
sufficiently great to exert any strong imp act. 
Warren himself is no p olitical novice. He 
must have measured his p rosp ects carefully 
before announcing. Possibly he anticip ates a 
Taft-Eisenhower convention stalemate which 
might give him his op p ortunity. Or he may 
merely wirii to go into the convention with 
the greatest conceivable p ersonal strength, 
figuring to ap p ly that weight shrewdly 
where he thinks it will do the most good. 
However it may be, he is a welcome entry. 
He sounded a constructive, sensible note for 
his p arty on the occasion of his declaration. 
At every stage the hearty, op en-handed Cali­ 
fornian is sure to be a wholesome influence 
up on the American p olitical scene in the 
coming year.

COOPERATION WITHOUT COMPROMISE 
My friend, Rabbi Joshua L. Goldberg, has re­ 
cently been ap p ointed a cap tain in the navy of the 
United States. Of course, cap tains are often ap ­ 
p ointed for the navy, but not in the chap lain corp s. 
This p articular one is of the American saga. 
Joshua Goldberg was born in Bobrouisk, a small 
town of southern Russia, into a middle class Jewish 
household. He was reared in religious orthodoxy 
and in the sp irit of his p eop le, studying in Odessa 
and Tel Aviv. 
In 1916 he. came to the United States and en­ 
listed in the army in World War I. Because he 
knew no English, he was regarded as ignorant, 
p ossibly illiterate; that, desp ite the fact that he 
knows many Europ ean and ancient languages. Eng­ 
lish he learned in army barracks from soldiers and 
books 
After World War I, Joshua Goldberg went to 
college and studied to be a rabbi. He was called to 
p ulp its and he engaged in communal activities 
until World War II faced this country. He was. the 
first rabbi to enlist as a naval chap lain in that 
war. For about 10 years now he has devoted his 
life to the United States Navy. 
There are many chap lains in the army and the 
navy, but none like Josh, as everybody calls him. 
He kno\ys no other life. He has no other interest. 
When the war was over, most chap lains in the 
naval reserve returned to their congregations, but 
Josh continued in the navy. 
It had never before hap p ened that a rabbi was 
made the chief chap lain of a naval district, but 
the time came when Catholics and Protestants de­ 
manded a recognition of Joshua Goldberg's untiring 
and selfless services. And so he was ap p ointed chief 
chap lain of the Third Naval District, which em­ 
braces New York, Connecticut, and the up p er half 
of New Jersey. 
The motto of the navy’s chap lain corp s is “co­ 
op eration without comp romise.” This slogan could 
be translated into “we all work together but hold 
on to our own.” Perhap s in no military service have 
the men of God come so close to each other, desp ite 
differences in creed and ritual, as in the United 
States Navy. 
A sp irit of understanding and tolerance moves 
these men to work together, stimulating a resp ect 
for American ideals. It is not a m atter of routine; 
it is a uniting in a common cause;, it is an anxiety 
to breathe into the boys the holy sp irit of faith in 
God and love of country so that when their tour of 
service is ended, their sense of duty continues. 
When it is realized that Rabbi Joshua Goldberg 
has only been an American since he enlisted in 
World War I, it is an astonishing fact that he has 
sp ent nearly a dozen years in the military service 
of his adop ted country. And in that devotion, he 
has contributed amp ly to the develop ment of the 
coop erative genius of the chap lain corp s. 
In fact, only by a recognition of the imp ortance 
of the futility of comp romise can coop eration be 
achieved. For only men of p rincip le, of tradition, of

“This investigation covers p atient’s 
early history, social adap tability, educational level, 
work status, domestic or marital relations, relig­ 
ious background and the develop ment of the drink­ 
ing p roblem. A comp lete p hysical examination is 
also needed and should include electrocardiogram 
(heart rhythm) electroencep halogram (brain move­ 
ments), test of Jiver and kidney functions, test of 
metabolism rate (rate at which body p rocesses 
work).” 
The p atient must not drink for four or five days 
before antabuse is given. The first dose is 2 gm. 
This is decreased by half a gram each day to the 
maintenance dose of % gm. The drug is given daily 
before breakfast. On the eighth day of treatment, 
p atient is given 15 cc. of 90-p roof whiskey every 
fifteen minutes. After about three doses a reaction 
o ccurs. Should the antal^use-alcohol reaction be too 
sev ere, 1000 cc. of 5 p er cent glucose in isotonic 
so dium chloride solution with 100 mg. of ascorbic 
acid is injected into the veins. 
The first and second tests with Antabuse should 
be made in a hosp ital.

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WARREN’S CANDIDACY 
Before long, the Republican presidential 
ring may be crowded with hats. Governor 
Earl Warren of California has now tossed 
his in, where it rests beside Senator Taft’s. 
In January, Harold Stassen, who has been 
fingering the brim of his chapeau for some 
time, will probably let it fly, too. 
Then the American public and the political 
wise men will watch impatiently to see if a 
certain military head-piece will sail in to 
join these other choice items of haberdash­ 
ery. General Eisenhower’s backers say 
“yes” to this question, though there’s some 
feeling the crucial gesture may be a sort of 
a backhanded toss. 
Most experts are convinced that ifs strict­ 
ly Taft v. Eisenhower in 1952. They may 
well be right, but nevertheless ifs a healthy 
thing to have four or five well-known en­ 
tries in the race. The tradition of American 
democracy is against limited choices. 
Warren has earned his chance at the na­ 
tion’s highest elective post. He is the only 
three-time governor in California’s history. 
In twice winning re-election, he performed 
striking feats at the polls. In 1946 he cap­ 
tured both Republican and Democratic 
nominations at the primaries, reducing the 
actual election to a formality. In 1950 he 
bowled over smiling Jimmy Roosevelt by a 
margin of 1,127,000, the biggest edge ever 
compiled by any state or senatorial candi­ 
date in U. S. annals. 
These demonstrations of vote - getting 
prowess were all the more remarkable for 
the fact that registered Democrats out­ 
number registered Republicans in California 
by 3 to 2. Warren’s pulling power with in­ 
dependents is evident. 
Despite these signs usually so heart­ 
warming to the professional politician, how­ 
ever, Warren is not popular with the Repub­ 
lican organization the country over. They do 
not like his constant appeals to non-partisan­ 
ship, which appear to have played so marked 
a role in his California victories. Further­ 
more, his progressive leanings have caused 
him to be dubbed “New Dealer” and “me- 
tooer.” 
No political realist, therefore, is conced­ 
ing Warren much of a chance in a straight- 
out fight against Taft and Eisenhower, or 
Taft alone. The professionals do not want 
the governor; and his status with the people, 
as revealed in public opinion polls, is not 
sufficiently great to exert any strong impact. 
Warren himself is no political novice. He 
must have measured his prospects carefully 
before announcing. Possibly he anticipates a 
Taft-Eisenhower convention stalemate which 
might give him his opportunity. Or he may 
merely wirih to go into the convention with 
the greatest conceivable personal strength, 
figuring to apply that weight shrewdly 
where he thinks it will do the most good. 
However it may be, he is a welcome entry. 
He sounded a constructive, sensible note for 
his party on the occasion of his declaration. 
At every stage the hearty, open-handed Cali­ 
fornian is sure to be a wholesome influence 
upon the American political scene in the 
coming year.

My friend. Rabbi Joshua L. Goldberg, has re­ 
cently been appointed a captain in the navy of the 
United States. Of course, captains are often ap­ 
pointed for the navy, but not in the chaplain corps. 
This particular one is of the American saga. 
Joshua Goldberg was born in Bobrouisk, a small 
town of southern Russia, into a middle class Jewish 
household. He was reared in religious orthodoxy 
and in the spirit of his people, studying in Odessa 
and Tel Aviv. 
In 1916 he came to the United States and en­ 
listed in the army in World War I. Because he 
knew no English, he was regarded as ignorant, 
possibly illiterate; that, despite the fact that he 
knows many European and ancient languages. En8" 
bsh he learned in army barracks from soldiers and 
books. 
_ 
After World War I. Joshua Goldberg went to 
college and studied to be a rabbi. He was called to 
pulpits and he engaged in communal activities 
until World War II faced this country. He was the 
first rabbi to enlist as a naval chaplain in that 
war. For about IO years now he has devoted his 
life to the United States Navy. 
There are many chaplains in the army and the 
navy, but none like Josh, as everybody calls him. 
He knot’s no other life. He has no other interest. 
When the war was over, most chaplains in the 
naval reserve returned to their congregations, but 
Josh continued in the navy. 
It had never before happened that a rabbi was 
made the chief chaplain of a naval district, but 
the time came when Catholics and Protestants de­ 
manded a recognition of Joshua Goldberg s untiring 
and selfless services. And so he was appointed chief 
chaplain of the Third Naval District, which em­ 
braces New York, Connecticut, and the upper half 
of New Jersey. 
The motto of the navy’s chaplain corps is “co­ 
operation without compromise.*’ This slogan could 
be translated into “we all work together but hold 
on to our own.” Perhaps in no military service have 
the men of God come so close to each other, despite 
differences in creed and ritual, as in the United 
States Navy. 
A spirit of understanding and tolerance moves 
these men to work together, stimulating a respect 
for American ideals. It is not a matter of routine; 
it is a uniting in a common cause;, it is an anxiety 
to breathe into the boys the holy spirit of faith in 
God and love of country so that when their tour of 
service is ended, their sense of duty continues. 
When it is realized that Rabbi Joshua Goldberg 
has only been an American since he enlisted in 
World War I, it is an astonishing fact that he has 
spent nearly a dozen years in the military service 
of his adopted country. And in that devotion, he 
has contributed amply to the development of the 
cooperative genius of the chaplain corps. 
In fact, only by a recognition of the importance 
of the futility of compromise can cooperation be 
achieved. For only men of principle, of tradition, of 
sureness of credo can work together in idealism 
without lowering themselves to the least common 
denominator. Instead, such men choose the noblest 
in their own disciplines as the goal for life and 
work. They aim not at a levelling down but raise 
their sights to the heights of God’s laws of life. 
Thus a rabbi can read the services of the Roman 
Catholic Church to a boy dying not alone but in 
the company of a man devoted to the God of all 
men; thus a Protestant may read in translated He­ 
brew the prayers that can alone heal the wounds 
of fear; thus each gives what is needed without giv­ 
ing up what to him seems essential. 
A captaincy in the navy is a high honor. Only 
18 chaplains are captains; only two are tear ad­ 
mirals. For a rabbi to have achieved this rank is 
an honor to all Jews and to America. It is some­ 
thing that the Voice of America can proudly blare 
to all Europeans, for it shows that in this country 
achievement knows no racial or religious difference. 
The opportunity for rewards should in this 
country always be open to those who have ac­ 
cepted the opportunity to serve. This promotion 
will be an encouragement to others to realize that 
ours is neither a forgetful nor an ungrateful re­ 
public. We sometimes act as though we are both 
forgetful and ungrateful, but in time the American 
heart exhibits its warmth and its regard for those 
who truly love America.

ANTABUSE AND ALCOHOLISM 
I have written often about alcoholism and the 
various methods of treating it because all over the 
world today there is a determined effort to restore 
or rehabilitate alcoholics so that they wjll become 
normal, integral members of the community, help­ 
ful to their families and to their fellows. 
While physicians and social workers believe the 
method used by Alcoholics Anonymous is nearest 
to ideal, because the members thereof acknowledge 
to themselves and to others that alcohol has beaten 
them and they need help, other methods of treat­ 
ment have helped some alcoholics. 
I have mentioned ametaphine sulfate (Benze­ 
drine Sulfate) and dexedrinc sulfate which help to 
remove the desire or appetite for alcohol and give 
the alcoholic a physical and mental boost or lift. 
Thus these drugs have a qpuble action—removing 
desire and giving the needed lift. 
I have also written about Antabuse which, for 
some time after using, causes such severe nausea 
if alcohol is taken that the alcoholic is afraid to 
drink alcohol. Some excellent results are reported 
from Denmark and also by some high police offi­ 
cials in the United States. If an alcoholic means 
business about trying to stop drinking alcohol, he 
takes the Antabuse knowing he can’t drink alcohol 
without very severe suffering. 
In Medical Annals, District of Columbia, Wash­ 
ington, Drs. L. E. Wexberg. A. M. Zappala, and 
S. A. Steiner discuss the use of antabuse as an 
adjunct in the rehabilitation of alcoholics and stress 
that the patient must have at least average intel­ 
ligence and must realize the risk he incurs should 
he return to drinking alcohol while taking anta­ 
buse. His intelligence, body movements and emo­ 
tional stability should be investigated by various 
available tests. ’This investigation covers patient’s 
early history*, social adaptability, educational level, 
work status, domestic or marital relations, relig­ 
ious background and the development of the drink­ 
ing problem. A complete physical examination is 
also needed and should include electrocardiogram 
(heart rhythm! electroencephalogram (brain move­ 
ments), test of Jiver and kidney functions, test of 
metabolism rate (rate at which body processes 
work).** 
The patient must not drink for four or five days 
before antabuse is given. The first dose is 2 gm. 
This is decreased by half a gram each day to the 
maintenance dose of \ gm. The drug is given daily 
before breakfast. On the eighth day of treatment, 
patient is given 15 cc. of 90-proof whiskey every 
fifteen minutes. After about three doses a reaction 
occurs. Should the anta tjuse-al coho) reaction be too 
severe, 1000 cc. of 5 per cent glucose in isotonic 
sodium chloride solution with IOO mg. of ascorbic 
acid is injected into the veins. 
The first and second tests with Antabuse should 
be made in a hospital.

Notice the ev en n umbers. 
If 
you hav e picked up the d iscard 
pile last, it will con tain four card s 
when it comes aroun d to you 
again . If your partn er has picked 
up the d iscard pile last, it will 
con tain two card s when it comes 
to you for the first time, an d six 
card s when it comes to you the 
n ext time. 
In gen eral, you refuse to take 
the d iscard pile on ly when your 
sid e is in such con trol of the sit­ 
uation that you expect to get it 
later on an yhow\ This mean s that 
you or your partn er has taken the 
pile last. 
It is quite d ifferen t if the op­ 
pon en ts hav e picked up the pile 
last. Then you are eager to get 
ev en a small n umber of card s so 
as to meld an d either compete for 
the pile or meld out quickly.

"Under what circum­ 
stances is it wise for you to draw 
from the stock pile instead of tak­ 
ing the discard pile?” 
It is very often the right play 
when the discard pile contains 
only four or six cards. It is usual­ 
ly the right play when the discard 
pile contains only two cards. 
Notice the even numbers. 
If 
you have picked up the discard 
pile last, it will contain four cards 
when it comes around to you 
again. If your partner has picked 
up the discard pile last, it will 
contain two cards when it comes 
to you for the first time, and six 
cards when it comes to you the 
next time. 
In general, you refuse to take 
the discard pile only when your 
side is in such control of the sit­ 
uation that you expect to get it 
later on anyhow. This means that 
you or your partner has taken the 
pile last. 
It is quite different if the op­ 
ponents have picked up the pile 
last. Then you are eager to get 
even a small number of cards *0 
as to meld and either compete for 
the pile or meld out quickly. Th-s 
means that you would pick up a 
discard pile of three, five, or seven 
cards.

That Newburgh Academy’s 1951 DUSO football champions are 
one of the league’s greatest all-time squads will not be denied not 
even by the most rabid KHS partisans. 
It is a ponderous beef trust operating ahead of an agile back­ 
field. The Richie Spreer-Bob Spreer combination, with occasional 
tosses to Sam Leghorn, is one of the finest ever seen on a DUSO 
gridiron. 
•Don Jackson most have been a tremendous ball carrier to keep 
a runner like Frank Stcllitaao under cover. Jackson got off rn few 
flashy runs against the Maroon but was revealed aa a somewhat 
fragile operator. Unless, of course, the Burkomea were bitting 
harder than ordinary mortals. 
Yet, for a few fleeting moments in the Aret period, the upset 
victory that Kingston rooters dreamed about for weeks appeared 
possible. The Newburgh Juggernaut was being smeared by the 
audacious, underdog Maroons. 
Bob Spreer dashed seven yards on the first play from scrimmage 
to the Newburgh 35. Two more plays and the Goldbacks were back 
on their own 27 and were forced to punt in their first sequence. 
Later in the first quarter, the hard-charging Kingston defense 
twice smeared Newburgh plays for big losses. A Spreer to Spreer pass 
carried inches inside the Kingston IO. A pitchout tom Spreer to Leg­ 
horn resulted in a 10-yard loss to the 20. 
Here occurred perhaps the most vital play of the game. Jackson 
bulled his way back to the l l and the margin for first down was so 
close that the officials and captain Al Carpino of Kingston huddled 
for a couple of minutes around the ball. They tried the chain stick 
from a couple of different positions but there was the ball, tantaliz­ 
ing, immobile and inviolate, just a bare inch beyond the chain. 
That was the difference between fourth down and surrendering 
the ball. Attempting to pass, Richie Spreer waa smeared on the 
21 where he fumbled but recovered quickly. 
The stands were sraaied at the liberties the Kingston defense 
was taking with the vaunted Newburgh line. But their Joy and 
amazement was short-lived aa Spreer punctured the Maroon de­ 
fense with a pass to Stejlitano for the first touchdown. 
Frank Fiore, who reeled off two dazzling romps with intercepted 
passes set up a sequence that eventually found the ball inside the 
Newburgh 5 and the Goldbacks forced to kick from the end zone. 
Again Kingston surged the forward wall, smeared the kick, Al Car­ 
pino scooped up the bouncing pigskin and crashed over for the score. 
It was just the second time this season that the Goldbacks had been 
scored on. 
That was the high water mark of Kingston's success against the 
pachyderms from the Hill City. Thereafter the pre-game script un­ 
folded relentlessly. The final quarter saw the Goldbacks strike four 
times and when the game was over, there was little doubt that the 
fans had seen one of the most powerful teams in DUSO history. 
How that squad would compare with Kingston’s 1948 machine 
is a matter of partisan conjecture. It would be silly to try to con­ 
vince Kingston fans that the 1948 eleven wasn’t the best, and 
vice versa. 
Fordham University scouts who watched from the stands 
weren’t particularly impressed by the agility of the Newburgh 
line. 
“They’re Just too big for your boys to run around them,** one 
of them, a former All-American, said.

It swept through the DUSO like a 
cyclone. It rolled up the highest scores ever notched by a Newburgh 
team against Kingston since the series started in 1922. It permitted 
only three touchdowns in seven outings. 
Kingston rooters, stunned by the margin of victory which ex­ 
ceeded even the fondest hopes of NFA supporters, had to accept the 
result with a philosophical outlook. Newburgh, which once lorded 
over Kingston with a monotonous string of victories, had been 
throttled in frustration by Bill Burke’s teams. It was to be expected 
that when the day arrived that a Newburgh eleven could outclass a 
Kingston team they would wreak horrible revenge. That’s what hap­ 
pened Turkey Day at the stadium. 
The fact that Coach Hemingway kept his first string team 
in all the way Is neither here nor there. TTiat’s the way traditolnal 
rivalries are played-right to the hilt. 
An interesting sidelight was furnished by the Fordham scouts. 
Ninety nine percent of Bio crowd would have selected Stellltano 
as the best runner of the day.
